the -bureau of inspection of and 
supervision of public offices, were 
received here Tuesday. 


Under the caption "Officials In- 


terested In Contracts" the report 
has the following:. 


In the audit of expenditures the 


following payments were noted to 
have been made in contravention 
of Sections 3808 and 12910 6. C. 
"While no doubt full value was re- 
ceived by the city it becomes the 
duty of your examiner to set up 
the illegality of such 
expendi- 


tures. The question is a technical 
one, courts having held different- 
ly as to whether an officer being 
a stockholder in a corporation de- 
fears transactions of the''corpora- 
tion with the city.

Schroendler's Norway maples, a set of four, one to each lot. They 
died. I paid $2.00 apiece to a New York nursery for them. I got a 
Mt of sugar maples at $1.25 each—every one died also by the next 
Spring. So upon investigation, I found my trees surrounded by a 
subterranean strata of water in which nothing could live but a syca- 
more or a -willow. So I purchased sycamores at $1.25 per 
tree. 


They grew and I look forth for a renewed green this Spring. So like 
most mortals I paid cash for my experience, my portion for four 
trees was $18. So please don't tell me what to plant—I know. 
As to sycamores, my choice under the circumstances, what prettier 
trees have you to show in all Portsmouth than the 
sycamores in

3 FAST TRAINS 
IN A COLLISION 


Cleveland, Mar. 29—With twenty-one mangled 


bodies in morgues at Amherst, 37 miles west of 
Cleveland, and twenty-seven persons seriously injured 
some dying in a hospital at Elyria, rescue parties to- 
day were working frantically to recover more dead 
and injured from the wreckage of three of the New 
York Central's fastest and finest trains, which were 
demolished in a double wreck at Amherst at four 
o'clock. Relief trains have been sent to the scene 
from Cleveland, Elyria, and other nearby places. The 
three trains in the wreck were two sections of train 
86, east bound Chicago to Buffalo flyer, and the 
Twentieth Century Limited, pride of the New York 
Central. 


The first body taken from the wreckage to be identified was 


that of Rev. Gustav Walyi, pastor of the First Hungarian Evangel- 
ical Lutheran church, Detroit. 


The second section of the Chicago-Buffalo flyer crashed into the 


first section in a heavy fog when the first section stopped to take 
water.

The Twentieth Century, west bound, ploughed through the 


wreckage of train 86, which had been Jvnried to the west bound 
track, before flagmen could be sent out to stop it. Train 86 was 
due at Cleveland at 4:05 a. m. Most of tfNdead were in the rear 
coaches of the first section of the Chicago-Buffalo flyer. 


Some of the dead were found in the rear coaches of the second 


section of the flyer which buckled over onto the 20th Century's 
right of .way and was splintered by that train. 
. 


Most of the dead are said to be foreigners who were traveling 


in the rear coach of the first section of the Chicago-Buffalo flyer. 
There are no dead among the passengers on the 20th Century, 
though a number of passengers were badly hurt on this train. Two 
coaches of the 20th Century were overturned. The low casualties 
on the 20th Centur yare attributed to the fact that the palace train 
was proceeding slowly because of the heavy fog.. 


The second section of the flyer was going at & high rate of 


speed when it struck the first section.
